mary has been issued, the findings are now with a 
sociology team and a full report on its implications 
will be issued later. 


The summary gives percentage responses’ to the 
survey, - . e 
. Highest among the grievances was poor con- 
‘ditions or poor state of repair, 42.8 per cent, followed 
by not suitable for children, 34.3, rent too high 26.7, 
too noisy 25.4 and too small, 18.3, : 


More thar a quarter of those surveyed had 
dampness in rooms, and a slightly higher percentage 
had either no hot water, or problems with the hot- 
water system. 


- Three quarters of the tenants had found it 
necessary to ask for repairs since moving in, and 
nearly all of them claimed the repairs had either not 
been done, or not completed. _ 


Nearly half the tenants had resorted to doing 
repairs themselves, and more than three quarters of 
these had never been paid for their work. 


‘More than half the tenants had had rent in- 
* creases in the last year, four fifths of them were 


given no reason for the rise,and a third of all the 


tenants considered the rises unfair. 


Bonds wete paid by 72 per cent of the tenants, 
and 75 per cent were against the bond system. 


Finally 82.6 per cent of all the tenants would 
prefer to be buying a house or flat. 


Meanwhile a community, development officer to 
assist tenants in the west has been appointed by the 
Tenants Union of Victoria under a grant from thé 
Western Regional Council for Social Development.

An interim committee, elected at a public meeting last 
Wednesday, will seek money for a counselling, referral 
and detoxification service for alcohol and drug depend- 
ants in the western suburbs.

Hall, catled by the Western Region Working Group on Afcohol and 


Drug Dependence. 


The 13 members of the 
working group, plus 
seven others, were elect- 
ed to the interim com- 
mittee’ which will seek 
registration with the Hos- 
pitai’s and Charities 
Commission before plac- 
ing its submission before 
the appropriate State and 
Federal authorities.

Recent legislation requiring lower 
lead content in petrol has left Petrol- 
eum Refineries (Australia) Pty. Ltd. 
with a problem — disposal of waste 


gases. 


There is now so much waste that a good 
deal of it will have to be burned off in the 
refinery flare, so that the characteristic 
orange flame will be a feature of the Altona 
skyline for most of the hot weather. 


The company is has- 
tening to overcome this 
surpius-gas problem and 
a major project to cut 
our regular flare opera- 
tion, is now on the draw- 
ing board. ~ 

A statement to the 
Star-Advertiser this week 
told of the predicament 
the lower-lead legislation 
has caused. 

‘It explained that lead 
Is added to petrol to 
boost its octane rating 
(improve its perform- 
ance). 

If the lead is reduced 
other. action must be 
taken to ensure that the 
petrol still meets the re- 
quirements of modern 
cars. 

“To compensate for the 
lead’ reduction, we have 
to run.our plant harder,” 
said the general manager, 
Mr. W. J. Sundermann. 

“And the harder we 
run the plant, the more 
gas by-products we pro-| 
duce.” 

It is the disposal of 
these extra wastes that is 
the core of the problem. 

In the past, PRA either 
sold the gas to nearby 
Altona Petrochemical Co. 
or used it to power re- 
finery plant. 5 

But neither plant has 
the capacity to cope with 
the extra gas now being 
generated. e 

‘The ‘gas is not suitable 
for immediate public use 
without extensive treat- 
ment. 

“The situation is aggra- 
vated by the summer 
weather because the heat 
accelerates the formation 
of gaseous material and 
increases the excess,” 
said Mr. Sundermann. 





The refinery has al- 
teady tried to minimise 
the problem. 





“We have regenerated 
— cleaned out — our 
plant so that it operates 
more efficiently,”* 
Mr. Sundermann. 

“And we also arranged 
for APC to modify its 
operations to make more 
gas.” 

The project that PRA 
has begun for eliminating 
regular flare operation is 
expected to cost more 
than $8 million. 

“There will be little di- 
rect return to us in eco- 


nomic terms,” said Mr. 
Sundermann. 
“But .we are very 


aware of our responsi- 
dility to the people of Al- 
tona and the environment 
in which they must live 
and work. 

“We regret any in- 
convenience caused by’ 
the flaring and will 
continue to do our best to 
meet the requirements of
